Thursday’s elections through- 
out British Columbia proved an 
avalanche for Liberalism and 
British Columbia, and sucha vic- 
tory for Conservatism as has 
never had precedent in provincial 
history. The returns give Premier 
McBride a following of 34 in the 
Legislature of 42 members, while 
the Socialists have taken from 
the Liberals the functions of 
Opposition, returning three mem- 
bers and the Liberals but two— 
Jardine in Esquimalt and Brew- 
ster in Alberni, both Vancouver 
Island constituencies. 

No cabinet minister was de- 
feated. A plebiscite taken as to 
Local Option is beliéved to be 
lost, although final returns are 
not yet available. 

The result, while generally ex- 
pected to be a Conservative win, 
was by none expected to prove so 
overwhelmingly complete, espec- 
ially as only four years’ ago the 
Liberals swept the province in a 
Dominion issue.

A TARIFF RESOLUTION.

To the Editor of the News, 
Dear Sir:—. 

Seeing we area ‘close upon an: elec- 
tion, I would like to ask the above 
question in reference to the doings of 
our Councillors. . ae 

It they, like any of, the rest of us, 
are expected to be law-abiding, why 
are they so lax in keeping the law? 
Of course, they. may be right and I 
may be wrong; if I am, I. will retract, 
but if they are wrong, I think it high 
time they mended their ways, 

I contend it is wrovg for a Coun- 
cillor to in any way whatever derive 
any benefit. from, either’ supplying 
goods or doing work for the munici- 


_| pality, because it is against the law. 


Back in the old country I had a 
seat on the Council, and. was thereby. 
deprived of supplying” any goods 
whatever or doing work under a pen- 


alty of losing my seat and liable to a 
fine of £200. 3 


Feeling sure, Mr.-Editor, that some 
law of the kind must be in force in 
this part of the King’s realm, I called 
at the town offices and asked to see 
the by-laws, but as I could not find 
there anything touching the point, I 
had placed in my hands the Ordinances 
ofthe N. W. T. of Canada, 1905, and 
the law clause relating to the matter 
reads thus, Cap. 70, No. 10: 

PERSONS DISQUALIFIED 
: * FOR COUNCILLORS. 

“No person having, by himself, or 
his partner, an interest in any contract 
with or on behalf of the corporation 
or being indebted to the municipality, 
shall be qualified to be a member of 
the Council of any municipality.” 

Now, sir, that being law, I. contend 
Iam right and they are wrong, and 
the sooner we get into a lawful way of 
Councillorship the better will it be 
for our town, the contractors and 
tradesmen as a body, 

I contend that to work in an illegal 
way by a body who should be the one 
to see that the laws are kept, is detri- 
mental in many ways to our town; we 
want fresh people to come to our 
town, new industries to open up, but 
how can we expect to get them while 
our town is being run in such a one- 
horse-shay fashion, as outsiders have 
only to watch the reports of tho 
Council meetings to see how things 
are managed, and it is a fact that 
most of the goods supplied and work 
done for, I might say years, have been 
supplied and done by Councillors, 

Again, if our Councillors so flag- 
rantly infringe the law, how can they 
expect to have good, law-abiding citi- 
zens to counsel. 

I may not be an old timer, but I 
have been here long enough to takean 
interest in our town (part of which 
belongs to me) and I want to see 
everything done that shall be for the 
‘best interests of the community at 
large. 

We have seen in the repdrts of our 
Council, meetings that certain work 
has been done by contract by a mem- 
ber of the Council, .and was, I believe, 
right, but no one else had a look in or 
a chance to give a price; the same 
member had another job, that of 
building the town offices, their tender 
being the lowest, but then I know of 
another contractor and a capable 
man who would have put in a price 
had it not been for the knowledge 
that the Councillor would try for it, 
so he would not tender for he felt 
sure, he said, the Council firm would 
get it; so in that way it is, 1 contend, 
detrimental to the best working of

letter on this very subject, condemn;

ashamed of it or afraid to do so, but I 
will sign my name and trust the mat- 
ter may be taken upin a proper way 
and the existing wrongs righted with-

I certainly think the matter shoul 
be ‘settled before the election takes 
place, so that everyone may know 
what to expect when seeking election, 
also our new Mayor, whoever he may 
be, would be able to see-that the 
Councillors had no chance to ‘contract 
for work or supply goods.

The Puzzle: of. the Tiny Firefly 
and the Mighty Comet. 


EACH HOLDS THE SECRET. 


It Isa Mystery to Science, and the Man 
Who Is Able to Penetrate That Mys- 
tery Will Be In a Position to, Revo- 
Jutionize This Planet of Ours. 


This {s not an Aesop fable, although 
it has a moral. Ps 
There are two things in whose pres- 


‘| ence science stands. wondering ‘and 


abashed—the little glowworm (or the 
yet tinler firefly) and: the mighty comet 


arching ‘the sky with its glimmering. 


train. Each of them holds the same 
secret—how. to make light without 
heat. The man who gets that secret 
will revolutionize the planet. 

The late president of the Royal As- 
tronomical Society, of Great Britain 
referred to the value of the .comet’s 
secret in his retiring address. He 
thought that we do not sufficiently ap- 
preciate the wondrous spectacle of a 
comet's tail. It shows us hundreds of 
billions of cubic miles of space simul- 
taneously glowing with luminosity 
whose origin is a’ mystery. 

It is a gigantic experiment in a 
branch of physics of which we as yet 
know very little. The comet is im- 
mersed in) what we may well regard 
as a vacuum; at least it is a far more 


perfect vacuum than we can’ produce.- 


Yet the persistent glow of the comet’s 
tail shows tbat there is no real vacuum 
there, but a vast quantity of extreme- 
ly attenuated matter which no doubt 
is the cause of the luminosity. 

We ought, Professor Newall thinks, 
to awake to the importance of this 
hint. “Who knows,” he says, “wheth- 
er, If we could discover a method of 
disrupting gases and vapors in ultra 


vacuous spaces artificially maintained | 


on earth, we should not have a meth- 
od of artificial iNumination as econom- 
ical as that of the glowworm and as 
brilliant as is needed for our nocturnal 
life?” P 

This thing may really be within our 
reach, although at the present time 
‘we cannot even suggest to ourselves 


exactly how it is to be attained. But. 


the tendency of recent investigation is 
in that direction. As Sir John Her- 
schel said of another discovery which 
was just at the door, “We can feel it 
trembling along the farreaching line 
of our analysis.” ~ 

There are not a few men, who ‘aro 
regarded by their harder headed scien- 
tific brethren as “dreamers,” who pic- 
ture to themselves a fast coming time 
when we shall not only obtain light at 


as cheap a rate as the firefly has it, | 


but when we shall have tapped the ex- 
haustless stores of energy that sleep 
all around us in nature. 

We are like one in a dream sus- 
pended in the midst of a vast work- 
shop crowded with multitudinous ma- 
chines, all whirling and fluttering in 
a storm of energies, but which he can 
neither control nor understand. If 
we could see these things they might 


‘ terrify us, as the dreamer .{s terrified 


by the whirring belts and spinning 
wheels of his vision, seeming to grasp 


at bis life. 


If the scientific investigator needs 


to establish a raison d'etre in the eyes | 


of the public, which cannot follow 
either his processes or his results, he 
has' only to point to the fact that the 
greatest. practical discoveries of mod- 
ern times have come out of the labora- 
tories from things as incomprehensible 
to the unitiated'as so much magic. It 
ig a well known fact that the growing 
might of Germany springs from her 
devotion to “pure research.” 

Referring ngain to the pregnant bint 
of the comet, Professor Newall is 
clearly right tn saying, “Here is a 
theme that should stir up the most 
commercial mind in the support of as- 
tronomy.’—Garrett P. Serviss in New 
York American. ‘
